3. Claims 1 - 3 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the 
specific combination claimed, to teach: 

A first semiconductor chip comprises a first main electrode 105 (fig. 1 ) electrically 
connected through a first conductive layer 109A (fig. 1) to an upper surface of a conductive 
plate 108 (fig. 1) and a second main electrode 103 (fig. 1) at the other side of the 
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semiconductor chip having small area than the first main electrode; and among other 
limitations as cited in the independent claim 1 .
